ON JUAN RIANO, Spanish ambassador to the United
States, has just been advanced to the rank of a Knight
Grand Cross of the Order of Charles IIl by King Alphonzo.
The order is superior to all the others in the gift of the
Spanish crown, aside from that of the Golden

NEW Fleece (which, with a very few exceptions, is
SPANISH restricted to sovereigns and to princes of the
ENVOY blood), and was founded in 1771 by King

Charles III, who joined France in supporting
the cause of the insurgent English colonies in America.
Don Juan Riano is, next to Ambassador Jusserand of
France, the senior in rank of the foreign diplomatic corps
at Washington. For whereas J. J. Jusserand, now the
dean of the corps, presented his letters of credence as
ambassador of France in 1903, Don Juan Riano was only
able to present his letters of credence in 1913, although he
had been living in America, first as secretary and then as
counselor of the embassy, ever since 1904.

Ile has long enjoyed the good will of King Alfonso,
whom he has known since the latter’s birth. For he was
connected for a number of years with the royal household
at Madrid in an intimate capacity—namely, as private sec-
retary to Queen Christina—and then when the young king
grew up Juan Riano became first of all his English teacher
and then later on his English secretary.

Riano’s mother, a particularly gifted and charming
woman, a daughter of Senor Pascal Guyamgos, in turn
minister of justice andof public instruction in Spain, was
in the same way closely associated with the queen mother,
and was not only her leader, but also her confidential
adviser. y

His father will be remembered in many countries as the
director of the royal museum at Madrid and as one of the
chief representatives of Spain at the centennial celebration
at Philadelphia in 1876. B

Don Juan, being eventually drafted from the royal
household into the diplomatic service, was sent first of all
to London, where he was brought into touch with King
George, then Duke of York.

From London Don Juan was transferred to Paris, and
he was there in 1898, at the time of the treaty concluded
between the Spanish delegates and those of the United
States for the purchase of the Philippines. Like Ambassa-
dor Jusserand, like the Belgian ambassador, Baron de
Cartier, and so many other foreign envoys to the United
States, Riano has an American wife in the person of the
former Miss Alice F. Ward of Washington.

TALKS BY THOSE WHO THINK |

)

0

AVING gotten practically out of the economic woods of
the war, it is time we consider a long view and more
vigorous national policy of improvement in our national
plant and equipment—transportation, power, flood control,
reclamation and power developments. Many

SAYS of these- projects require finance beyond the
HERBERT powers of private investment. Public- utilities
HOOVER are under rigid national and state regulation.

Thereforé any great national policy in all these
matters must be carried out with the co-operation of
the federal government.

“The expenditures from the national treasury on those
enterprises which cannot be compassed by private enter-
prise—such as flood control, navigation and reclamation—
are not an imposition upon our policies of economy in
national administration. They are the vital reproductive
works at the very heart of our national progress. Their
development is fundamental if we are to support larger
populations at an increasing standard of living and com-
fort. Increased efficiency in transportation, decreased cost
of power, increased land reclamation, decreased destruc-
tion by floods—-each of them permits the production of
more commodities at less effort for division among us all.

“Furthermore, the advances in science during the past
score of years have brought us to the threshold of new
possibilities in all of these directions. The jobs immediately
before us are the economic development of our railway
transportation, our water transportation, power and rec-
lamation. The larger items crystallize into certain policles
and certain projects.

“The growth of our national activities and population
requires that we double the capacity of gﬁr railway trans-
portation every 12 to 15 years. Unless we evolve definite
policies for rallway development we shall have the nation
strangled for lack of transportation. Any maximum of
rates in our complex of railways, whether established by
competition or by government regulation, is found to render
the earnings of certain railroads too low for progressive
development by their absorption into larger systems of
stronger financial foundations.

“Under our firmly established national and state policies
of regulating rates of monopolies and semi-monopolies in
public utilities, we have in fact absolutely abandoned the
idea that the public can be protected as to just charges
through competitive action. We should, therefore, seek
the advantages of larger economies in operation and better
gervice through the counsolidation of our railroads into
larger units.”
